Parks and Recreation (VC) 

Folders of several types contain information about city and county 
parks. Students wishing to do projects on specific parks (e.g. Dobbs, 
Collett, Hawthorn) should go to the alphabetized folders in this cabinet. 


General History 

The materials here include several clippings about recreation in the 
earlier days of Terre Haute; they recall popular swimming holes, circus 
visits and circus grounds, clubs and social affairs, cock fights, turkey 
shoots, theater, public lectures, and street fairs. Among the clippings 
on parks is an article by Dorothy Clark which gives the location and 
acreage for 20 city parks. Ms. Clark wrote that there were 950 acres of 
land in the park system. 

By reading the articles in the General file, students can clarify 
their knowledge of parks, the park department, апа even the names of 
parks. For example, even without a baseball field, we would call the park 
on Eighth Avenue Spencer Ball Park. Why? Because it was named for local 
citizen, Spencer Ball. Or students may find that Gilbert Park (known to 
many of them as Wabash Park) has had two other names. (SEE Projects, 
below) 

"Terre Haute Parks" is a 15-page term paper written in 1971 by Karen 
Leigh Neeley. It is in the General folder. 


File 2: Parks and Recreation, Early and Undated 

Three curiosities are worth reading here. Опе is a 1907 article 
proposing a boulevard 20 miles in length that would encircle the city. 
The route of this boulevard was to run along the Wabash River north to 
Lost Creek and there turn east and run to Forest Park (Mill Dam). From 
Forest Park the road would turn south and run along the bluffs (Shrine 
Hill and Highland Lawn and Deming Woods, etc.) to Honey Creek. At Honey 
Creek the boulevard would turn back to the west and onward to the Wabash 
River again. 

Another curious item (from the 1930's) is a resolution by the 
Historical Society, by which it hoped to prevent Indiana Teachers’ College 
from building a laboratory school building at Seventh and Chestnut 
Streets. This site was the Chauncey Rose home location. Note: E.V. Debs 
wrote an editorial about the failure of his city to preserve the Rose home 
several years earlier.) 

A student of Deming Park will find a 1937 article here about its 
features.

in the Entire Country

ERRE HAUTE should indeed be proud of her park 
system which is one of the finest in the country. A 
bipartisan board consisting of Mrs. Lillian J. White, Ben 
Becker, Guy Stantz and Anton Hulman, Jr., give faith- 
fully of their time and knowledge without compensation to 
make our parks as fine as possible with our limited budget. 
The members are appointed by the mayor, who serves with 
them and votes in case of a tie. 

Terre Haute is fortunate in having such a representative 
board and leaders in their fields. Mrs. White, serving her 
ninth year as a member and also president all of that time 
is one of the leading club women of the city, having served 
as president of the Woman's Department Club and various 
other clubs and civic affairs. Mrs. White also served on 
the school board. 

Mr. Becker, vice-president, one of the leading retail 
merchants of the city, also active in Chamber of Com- 
merce, Retail Business Men's Association and various civic 
and charitable affairs. Mr. Stantz, secretary, is one of the 
leading educators of the city, is principal of Gerstmeyer 
Technical High School and always active in the Izaak 
Walton League and other civic organizations. Mr. Hulman, 
a member of one of Terre Haute's oldest leading wholesale 
business men and financiers, serves as a director of different 
financial institutions and also active in various civic affairs. 
Mayor Beecher, one of the leading attorneys of the city, 
completes the board as ex-officio member. No city could 
have a more efficient board. 

Parks were once considered luxuries, but are now deemed 
necessities, duc to the pleasures and recreation we receive in 
them. What would a city be without any parks? Of course 
Terre Haute's parks used to be more or less a luxury when 
the expenditures were $90,000 to $125,000 per year, but 
for the last four years they have been far from a luxury 
with more parks and expenditures of from $36,000 to 
$46,000 per year. The park department reaches at least 
90 percent of the city population each year. Deming park 
and the Stadium serve the entire Wabash, Valley. The 
average per capita cost of parks over the United States is 
$1.34, some are as high as $2.39, our per capita cost is only 
$6 cents. The national acreage for park acreage is one 
acre to every 368 people, our acreage is one acre to every 
105 people. The average valuation of park properties of 
cities from $0,000 to 100,000 population is a little less 
than $1,200,000 while ours is over $2,250,000. 'These are 
statistics that every citizen should know. The parks de- 
partment is a distinct bonding division, from the civil city 
and is protected as are other municipal park systems, by 
state law. The legislature provided that in Terre Haute the 
tax levy each year shall be not less than $ cents nor more 
than 11 cents. The levy for this year was 7 cents, which 
is the most we have had. Terre Haute park department as 
well as other park departments in Indiana should get money 
from the gas tax for the maintenance of their boulevards. 
Indianapolis is the only city at present which does. It was 
enacted by the legislature and it would have to be the same 
procedure for Terre Haute. 

Manaeing over 600 acres of park property with an 
estimated total valuation of over two and one-half million 


dollars, the present board has gone along without any 
bond issues.

The department has made several outstanding improve- 
ments recently, such as the renewal of band concerts in the 
parks this year, the first contract in 22 years. The paving 
of two and one-half miles of roads in Deming park, Rea 
park and the Stadium, the final sealcoat of asphalt to be 
added this summer. These are the first pavements ever 
constructed in our parks. Constructed and landscaped a 
beautiful and artistic entrance to Deming park. About the 
greatest step forward is the acquiring of a community 
house which Terre Haute needed badly. When the regular 
park season was over we had no recreational facilities until 


the next park season. But now we will be able to have ` 


year around recreation as the larger cities have. The money 
used to obtain this community house was left by Rebecca 
Torner to provide a park or square named in her memory. 
By this arrangement we will have a park and community 
house combined. The community house will contain a 
gymnasium, auditorium with stage, game rooms, rest 
rooms, kitchen, showers and locker rooms. 


Terre Haute has always been backward in regards to the 
night illumination of their Municipal Buildings. The ma- 
jority of cities have done this, so the Parks department 
completed two units last year, the beautiful Rea Park 
Club house with two 1000 watt flood light projectors and 
the magnificent Memorial Stadium with three 1000 watt 
floodlight projectors, the third one to be completed this 
year at the Chauncey Rose Memorial in Fairbanks Park. 
This makes the parks department the pioneers and in fact 


the only ones floodlighting their beautiful municipal build- 
$ 


ings. | 
In order to provide more entertainment for the public 
we have gone to quite an expense to provide a show wagon, 
complete with a folding stage and dressing rooms. This 
will go from park to park at night and will be in addition 
to the Sunday and holiday band concerts. The WPA 


Recreation. Department will furnish the talent for the 
shows. 

The WPA Recreation Department is furnishing leaders 
in ten parks for supervised play and the parks department 
furnishes all the equipment and materials. The parks de- 
partment furnished each leader the following equipment: 
Bad-minton set, croquet set, volley ball and net, playground 
ball, horseshoes, soft-balls and bats, baseballs and bats, deck 
tennis rings and handicraft equipment. Parks with leaders 
and equipment are Collett, Memorial, Rose or Herz, Sheri- 
dan, Booker T. Washington, Voorhees, Fairbanks, Thomp- 
son, Steeg and Graham parks. Of course, there are story 
telling hours too. 


The parks department is constantly striving to beautify 
and make more inviting our parks and facilities, among 
these are improvements completed or under construction 
at the present time in Deming park, Collett park, Sheridan 
park, Dresser Drive. Fairbanks park and Chauncey Rose 
Memorial, Rea park, Stadium, Memorial park, Torner park 
and Community House and a small park between Sixth 
and Sixth and One-half streets north of Eighth avenue. 
We appreciate the help of the WPA which furnished prac- 
tically all of the labor used in our new construction work. 


Terre Haute has been fortunate in the fact that public 
spirited citizens have made donations of land and finances 
to the parks department, the most valuable of these being 
the Rea Park 18 hole Golf Course of one hundred sixty 
acres donated by Mr. W. S. Rea and the $60,000.00 Club 
House donated by his widow Mrs. Geraldine Rea. This 
park with buildings is valued at $260,00.00, located south 
part 7th and Davis Ave., another valuable one being the 
only riverside park, Fairbanks Park located south part of 
city, First and Park Streets, donated by the late Crawford 
and Edward P. Fairbanks and Mrs. Helen Fairbanks. There 
is thirty-eight acres and with improvements is valued at 
$200,000.00. "The Fairbanks Swimming Pool, Chauncey 
Rose Memorial and Amphitheatre, Sunken Gardens, part 
of Dresser Drive and the Mineral Water Fountain are all 
located here. Collett Park, the city's oldest park, located 
north part of city, 8th and Maple Ave., was donated by 
Josephus and Josephine Collett the parents of Mrs. Craw- 
ford Fairbanks, contains 21.10 acres and is valued with 
improvements at $290,000.00. Spencer Ball park north 
part of city, 14th and 8th avenue, was named for Spencer 
Ball as he left the income from approximately $25,000.00 
for the use of the parks department and contains 9.86 acres. 


Demas Deming donated Deming Boulevard along with 
$50,000.00 improvements and the city named Deming park 
for him, it contains 160 acres of natural scenic beauty and 
with the fine improvements is valued at $350,000.00, 
located east part of city, Fruitridge and Ohio. The new 
portion of Dresser Drive being donated by Commercial 
Solvents Corp., Merchants Distilling Corp. and Mr. and 
Mrs. J. B. Pfister, the following are donating for the drive 
also, Harrison Smith estate, William Nehf estate, Terre 
Haute Paper Mill, John McFall estate, Civil City and 
C. M. & St. P. Railway. Torner Park and Community 
House donated by Rebecca Torner, south part of city, 4th 
and College. Simon Levi donated the income from $50,- 
000.00 for music in the parks after the death of his sister. 
A portion of Steeg Park was donated by the Beach and 
Gilbert families, this park is valued at $100,000.00 due to 
its business location and contains 3.85 acres, located cen- 
tral, 14th and Wabash Ave. There are many smaller con- 
tributors which are all appreciated. Following is a list 
of the balance of parks, Booker T. Washington Park, south 
part of city, 13th and College Ave., the only exclusive 
colored park, the colored swimming pool is located here, 
contains 5.32 acres. Herz or Rose Park, north part of city, 
15th and Locust Sts., is valued at $91,000.00 and contains 
5.18 acres and has one of the wading pools. Voorhees lo- 
cated in the south part of city at Voorhees and Prairieton 
contains 17.40 acres and is valued at $50,000.09, has one 
of the wading pools, the Greenwood Band plays every 
Wednesday evening during the summer. Memorial Park 
located in the north part of city at 4th and 8th Ave., 
contains 9.77 acres, valued at $50,000.00 and has the 
sunken athletic field. Graham Park located south part of 
city 17th and Dean Sts., contains .96 acres. Sheridan Park 
is located north part at 28th and Beech Sts., contains 6.50 
acres and was donated by Frank Miller, Albert Owens and 
Felix Blankenbaker, real estate promoters of that com- 
munity. Boy Scout Park, the smallest park is located north 
part of city at Lafayette and Barbour Ave. and contains 
.21 acres. Union Depot Park is not owned by the parks 
department but is leased from the Pennsylvania Railway 
and is located north part of city at 9th and Sycamore Sts. 
and contains 2.84 acres. Thompson Park is located south 
part of city at 17th and Oak Sts. and contains 4.73 acres 
and the Stadium located east part at 30th and Wabash 
contains 51.30 acres and is valued with improvements at 
$500,000.00. There is a nine hole golf course here and 
also a $425,000.00 Stadium. Enjoy the parks they are yours.

| What Terre Haute Did For 


Amusement In The Latter ’Forties

TEE MATERIAL used in this 
| story is taken from a paper | 
composed by Dr. John J. Schlich- | 


er, former professor of Latin in 
the Indiana State Normal School. 
The material was so well writ- 
ten that the writer thought his 
readers would find it amusing. 
The temperance movement 
seems to have been strong in 
Terre Haute in 1850. There were 
local branches of both the ''Sons 
of Temperance” and the Cadets 
of Temperance,” each of which 
had a hall for its meetings, They 
received considerable attention, 
especially the latter. We read of 
their being especially invited to 
Sunday School anniversaries, of 
having Professor Soule read his 
temperance poem to them, and of 
voting their thanks for a dinner 
given them at the Eagle Hotel at 
Third and Mulberry, It is even a 
record that Harrison township, in 
i| which Terre Haute is located, 
voted against license in 1848. 
From a document found in the 
cornerstone of the old town hall 
it was learned.that in 1843 the 
saloons or ‘‘coffee houses” had 
been reduced to three, which 
were scarcely able io pay ex- 
penses." “Liquor, as a beverage, i 
is almost unknown.” i 
The organization called the At- 
alantian Litterati" should surely 
be mentioned. They had well. 
furnished club rooms and a li- 
brary and maintained a course of 
lectures during the winter, One 
course beginning in January was | 
‘to contain ''six to ten lectures on 
literary, philosophical and histori- 
cal subjects" to be given in the 
society's hall at a cost of $1.00 for 
a gentleman or a family. Whether 
single females were admitted free 
or excluded, was not stated. But 
no doubt they went in with the 
family, for a boarder always 
counted as one of the family | 
where they stayed.

auto racing, American Legion 
Fourth of July celebration, Isaac 
Walton League dog show, miners’!

and celebrations. During the course 
of the year hundreds of thousands 
of people pass through the turn- 
stiles. 

Deming Park vies with the Sta- 
dium for patronage, this being our 
large, free picnic park, 160 acres of 
nearly all natural scenic beauty. 
Every Sunday all of our twenty- 
three ovens, of which two are mul- 
tiple ovens, with hundreds of picnic 
tables, are at a premium and a lot | 
of people have to eat off of the | 
grass.

The club house can also" 
be rented for private parties and 
for dances. We have just com- 
pleted the flood lighting of the club 
house similar to the way other 
cities light their municipal build- 
ings. Memorial park is the park! 
used for Decoration day services, 
by the soldiers and each year wel

'haul In benches to accommodate 
them. Last year we completed a 
jterraced sunken athletic field at 
this park in what had been an old 
dump апа stagnant pool. It has 
proven very popular for baseball 
and softball tournaments. Our old- 
est park still in use as a park and 
still one of our most. popular ones 
is Collett park. The largest play- 
ground we have is located here. 
Voorhees park is our largest south 
end park and is used quite a bit 
for family reunions. Two ovens, 
like those at Deming park have 
been erected here. One of our 
wading pools is located here and 
the other at Herz park in the north 
end. The Greenwood Community | 
band plays here every Wednesday | 
evening. We have a total of 16 
parks besides our boulevards to 
maintain. We have to do this with 
our own personnel as the WPA can 
do no maintenance work, The WPA 
has been a wonderful help to the 
parks as we have done practically ! 
all of our construction work with | 
their labor and some materials.

Deming park, being Terre Haute's 
largest recreational and social park, 
boasts of the largest attendance. 
So far this year, 188 reunions have 
‘been reserved with a total attend- 
ance of 11,073 people. This is only 
a minor percentage of patrons, as 
we only reserve nine picnic squares, 
and there are accomodations for| 
45 to 50 reunions at a time. A| 
fair estimation of attendance would 
be on Sundays and holidays 4,000 
people; week days, 1.500 people. 

This park is used extensively by 
school children in the county and 
during the first six months of 1937, 
18 school picnics with a total at- 
'tendance of 9.851 school children. | 
Due to the large varieties of trees, | 
Shrubs, flowers and wild flowers, 
this park is used as а study center 
for nature and botany by the Na- 
‘ture Study club and high school 
students. The entrance of Deming 
park contains one of the most com- 
plete and largest iris gardens in 
the world.

Quabache Trail: This walking gem is located in the State 
Recreation Area as the trail's name. It is near the town of 
Bluffton, in Wells County. The trail is 11 miles long and a 
very gentle trail to travel. There is much to see in the park 
on this hike.

Owing to the flood last March, which greatly damaged Taylorville and 
to the fire which destroyed the road houses at the west end of the 
city brides, these properties cnn be acquired much cheaper now by pur- 
chase or condemnation than in the future, It will, in our judgement, 
be a very serious mistake to let the present opportunity pass. 

It is scarcely necessary to tepeat the many and unanswerable argu- 
ments in favor of the park and playgrounds plan by all the commercial and 
civic organizations of the city; also by the city, county, and state 
health officers, the representative of the National Red Cross and others. 
The site of Taylorville is admitted to be unfit for a town. Used as 
such a great wrong is done its unfortunate inhabitants, and a serious 
and increasing menace and expense put upon Terre Haute. But it can be 
fensibly converted into park and playground. No expert will question that. 

Such use of the river front and the adjacent land will benefit every- 
body. Ugliness would be displaced by beauty; a disease breeding place 
by a vublic health-giving place.

Terre Haute, is now included in the list of public 
improvements talked ot to beautify the.city. An 
estimated cost of $80,000 has been placed on the 
proposed work. 

Such a boulevard as planned would skirt the river 
edge on the east from the north to the south 
boundaries of the city, thence north to Fort Har- 
rison, east along the south side of Lost Creek to 
Forest park, south along the foot of the east bluffs 
as far as Honey Creek, thence skirting the-creek to 
ithe river. 
| Terre Haute's horsemen and motorists, it is un- 
derstood, are heartily in favor of such a boulevard 
as is proposed, as are other citizens given to horses. 
either as riders or drivers. Ап argument presented 
against the proposed drive is that it would be used 


almost exclusively by the wealthier class of people“ 


to the exclusion of the poorer classes: 

Said a well-known resident a few days ago in 
discussing the proposed work: 

“The boulevard could be constructed at this time 
at a cost of from $80,000 to $90.000. and іп a few 
vears the city would not part with it for a million 
dollars. Right of way alone the river could be pro- 
cured now at а comparatively little cost and the 
cost of the right of way for the remainder of the 
distance would not be a great figure. The drive 
could be constructed for a reasonable cost, from 
the fact that there would be little grading to do 
and if gravel were used it would he of easy access. 

“The entire drive need not be built at one time. 
That along the river and alone the Lost Creek 
could be laid first, making a circle about the north 
part of the city, connecting east and west with Wa- 
hash avenue. As the city now stands, it has few 
if any drives of importance outside the city streets. 
Such a boulevard would be a great addition to the 
heauty of Terre Haute and would greatly enhance 
the value of all property it skirted. 

“Terre Haute is now on the verge of many pub- 
lic improvements and driveways and parks are cer- 
tainly things which ought to be looked after. Pub- 
lic money spent for such improvements is always 
wisely spent."

Gentlemen: 


The Historic American Engineering Record is an office within the National 
Park Service that was established in 1969, Our purpose is to develop an 
extensive archive of information relating to examples of historic 
engineering and industrial architecture throughout the United States, 
Like our sister organization, the Historic American Buildings Survey, 
with which you may be more familiar, we assemble documentation in the 
form of measured drawings, photographs, and written data; but whereas 
HABS is primarily concerned with examples of historic architecture, HAER 
is oriented toward works of significant engineering (civil, mechanical, 
industrial), Once assembled, our documentary records are deposited 
permanently in the Library of Congress, where they are made available to 
the public, I am enclosing a brochure which will explain our program 
more fully. 


Even more than historic buildings, examples of historic engineering 
disappear rapidly after they become obsolete, and our records sometimes 
become the only form in which such structures can be preserved, 


Much of our material is collected through survey projects mich are 
conducted during the summer, After the completion of a preliminary 
inventory of significant structures in a given area, a field team is sent 
out to document as completely as possible those works which are considered 
the most important, А typical team consists of a university professor 
acting as supervisor, a historian, a photographer, and several student 
architects and engineers, 


Last summer we conducted our first statewide survey of Indiana, which 

was cosponsored by the Indiana Historical Society and the Historic 
Landmarks Foundation of Indiana, Among the structures we recorded were 
the Market House in Indianapolis, several early automobile factories in 
Anderson, the Cerealine Mill in Columbus, and buildings in a 19th century 
industrial park in Connersville, In addition, we inventoried a number of 
other sites which are important to Indiana's engineering and industrial 
history, such as the domed hotel at West Baden Springs, the inclined 
railroad at Madison, the Whitewater Valley Canal Company headquarters in 
Connersville, the Union Station in Indianapolis, and the Indiana Cotton 


Mills in Cannel ton. EDT чын, Ar 
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We feel we have merely scratched the surface of Indiana's engineering 
heritage, and if our cosponsoring organizations agree, we hope to 
continue our survey for another summer this year. It is for this reason 
that I am writing to you, Since in order to fill the gaps in our know- 
ledge we are highly dependent upon information supplied to us by local 
contacts, I would very much appreciate your sending me any clues you may 
have about the existence of historic engineering and industrial works in 
your area, The types of structures we are interested in include the 
following: 


a) Railroad structures, including station houses, train sheds, repair 
shops, roundhouses, trestles, and viaducts 

b) Bridges, especially those of masonry and of cast or wrought iron 

c) Mills, factories, foundries, and other examples of industrial archi- 
tecture, along with any equipment which may survive 

d) Canal structures, such as aqueducts and locks 

e) Iron architecture, including buildings with cast iron exteriors or 
iron structural systems 

f) Power generating machinery, such as steam engines, turbines, and 
furnaces 


This is not in any way an exhaustive list, but merely an indication of 
the types of works we have recorded in the past, It is often difficult 
for us to anticipate beforehand what types of ingenious structures or 
machines are important to the history of an area, and we welcome any 
information which you think will be of interest to us, 


For any structure you may call to our attention we need to know certain 
basic facts, such as its name, date, and exact location, In addition, a 
description of its physical characteristics, its historical significance, 
and its state of repair would be extremely valuable -- and a small 
photograph, even a 35mm, contact print, would, as they say, be worth 

a thousand words, 


Whatever information you are able to send to us will be combined with the 
material which we hope to receive from members of other local historical 
societies throughout Indiana, This background of research will help 
guarantee the success of our further work this summer, I look forward to 
hearing from you,
